His eye« were b l u e , hi.s hair 
shaggy red, and for lack of a razor and 
as a time sav or ho worn a fu ll heard. 
Peto had fou ght in tho civ il w ar and 
Tided himself on b eing an American 
miner to the core. 
Pig finds were b eing made at A sh­ 
croft, and she had claims which were 
panning ou t rich stu ff 
Part of her pop­ 
u lation was con posed of a certain ele­ 
m ent recognized in ¡ill the new camps 
of Colorado, New /Mexico and Arizona 
us had l ien 
Peto knew tv had man and cou ld ha n ­ 
dle him. 
T ha t was one reason for his 
election. 
'1 lie 
winning 
of a m ining 
camp office is u u ally throu gh in d iv id ­ 
u al merit, Ju stice is close to the su rface 
m all su ch cam])« — that is, the ju stice 
which weighs a m a n ’s character and 
treats him according to the m arking of 
the scales, 
it is tru e that the miner, in 
ju dging of ti com ].a n ion ’« worth, entire- 
I ly set« aside 
tho enthu siasm which 
prompts Ins comrade to talk half the 
night ab ou t-a prospect hole which will 
pan ou t the richest stu lf on record. 
Mich a weakness is ov erlooked, for ev en 
the d iscou r?er know« he eu logizes; so 
do lu s hearers, and no harm is done. 
If a fter six m on t hs ’ r« sidence in a 
m in i n g c a m p a popu la r d e m on s tra ti on 
is m a d e in a m a n ’s fav or, he m a y he 
su ie he lias assayed a t a high figu re. 
T hu s it w a s in P e t e r ’s ease. 
A nd now 
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cet were in his name alone— not a 
t u r d n« >r a sixteenth interest b elonged 
to any one els« *, 
Not that he was close, 
b u t mining was a principle* with Loner- 
gau , ami a partner sometimes interferes 
hediditju st 
with principles, so ev en thou gh a cash 
interest might hav e aided the dev elop­ 
ment of Ins claims and at times forced 
him ov er had places he chose to remain 
romparu tiv * ly poor or u ncertainly rich. 
One night while standing at the hotel 
b ar talk drifted from paying shipper« 
and new strike« to the last b ad man 
who had b een in camp. This was P e te ’s 
chance. 
Downing his “ three finger« ’’ 
w ith an experienced gu lp, ho tu rned to 
the crowd and said :

A few of Ashcroft’s citizens stood in 
front of the saloon the next morning, 
and rememb ering the m ayor’s remark 
the night b efore scanned the passengers 
in the Aspen coach, b u t saw only two, 
the mayor and the su rv eyor, so they 
conclu ded that the had man Pet© had 
told them of had gone away the night 
b efore in hi« own outfit-, and Ashcroft 
nev er qu estioned the au thority of her 
mayor to leav e the im portant fu nctions 
of his office to do a neat detectiv e job . 
It was only a day ov er two weeks 
when the Concord coach, cov ered with 
du st, rolled u p in front of the St. Elmo 
h o te l at noon, and to the amazem ent of 
the two dozen cu riou s spectators Peter 
Loncrgan stepped ou t and then tu rned 
to assist a v ery small woman throu gh 
the narrow door of the coach. Peter had

The gossip of Ashcroft had tip to this 
time b een 
chiefly confined 
to 
rich 
strikes, new leads or lodes, of the possi­ 
b ility <R money coming into cam]» , hu t 
the sight of tha t tru nk rev olu tionized 
social cu stoms there, and like a fire 
b rand to alfalfa tiew the many forked 
tongu e of gossip, spreading in a few 
hou rs from the town to the hills the 
news that, Pete was b ack withou t his 
man. 
The joke was on the hoys, the 
drinks w< re on the town, for he ha i 
b rou ght la c k a w to. If it had b een any 
other man thai the mayor! Gossip was 
v erified b y fact as the long string of 
citizens tiled inoi the hotel and then ou t 
of it after hav ing scanned the consu m p­ 
tiv e, dirty register with its last inscrip­ 
tion, “ Peter Lonergan and wife, A sh­ 
croft, Colo.” 
Now the hearty good feeling ev ery 
man entertain« d for the mayor came 
promptly to tho su rface, and tha t after­ 
noon a committee was formed to giv e

As this is u ndeniab ly so, how is .t 
possib le, b y simple decapitation, say, 
to cau se instant death in the millions of 
cells which compos« * tin* b rain?

k nown that b rain c< Us hav e their own 
cell life and ar<* liab le to live* a certain 
tim e after they ar« * c u t off from ou tside 
n u tr ition w ithou t the supply* of any 
b lood w'b atov er from tin* ho« iy 
Tin- 
nou rishm ent is su pplied inside the cell 
walls, and it can go on liv ing after b e­ 
ing cu t off from other resour« *es 
From this ; rgu m ent it is clear to the 
professor that tlnjs<* millions of «'«‘Us in 
th« * b rain mu st continu e to liv e after 
death has apparently int« *rv ened— that 
is, v v lien « hiith appears, b u t only on the 
ou tside, to hav e b«*«*n instantaneou s. 
After a man s leg is cu t off. or an 
anim al s, you can stim u la te the nerv es 
for a long time, b u t you cannot do it 
after the cells ar<? dead. \ o n cannot get 
any r<‘sp« )nso at all. 
Electricity has b een thou ght to b e the 
germ of life b u t this is a fancifu l th« * 
ory w hen confronted w ith the new laws 
as b y research estab lished. 
T he cou ntless millions of 
cells of 
which ou r b odies are entirely composed 
contain the germ of life, and it is i m ­ 
possib le for these to b e v isit* «1 w ith ail 
instan tan eou s u nconsci« n-n« -s 
You can take liv ing cells f « on a l a g’s 
glands, and this saint 
processor 
will 
d e m on stra te to you tha t after these 
glands hav e gone throu gh their prepara­ 
tion the cells tin* still liv ing. 
B u t th« * cu riou s fact rem ains that at 
present there are no data showing the 
su pposed length of time it tuk« *s for the 
cells of the b rain to em pty'them selv es 
of the g *nn of consciou sness or life, b u t 
it. is certain tha t consciou sness does n<>t 
cease im m ediately aft« r. say. a head 
has b een cu t off a b ody 
The b eli« f. 
howev er, is tha t at l« *a*-i fou r or fiv e 
m inu tes m u st elapse ere death finally 
st« ps in to arrest life.

No meat eating animal in the world 
has the horizontal movement of the 
lower jaw in eating as man has.

These arguments on tin* physical 
side of the question prove prim arily 
that 1 1 1; n is not physically adapted to 
the eating of m eat 
From an economic standpoint it can 
easily be seen that man must sooner or 
later become a 
vegetarian. 
This is 
merely a question of time and a matter 
of room. 
The increase of civilization 
and of population gradually must do 
away with cattle raising because of tiie 
absolute demand for land for cu ltiva­ 
tion 
In time the demand for room w ill 
kill the industry entirely 
When we eat meat, we arc eating 
the product of the 
earth at 
second 
hand 
The vegetation has been eaten 
bv the animal, and a large part of it 
converted into bone and tendon and 
wasted, and we eat only what is left 
and made into flesh. 
To reduce the economic problem to 
figures, one acre of land which would 
furnish enough flesh to support 
one 
man would furnish enough grain to 
support ten men. 
Thus, you see, when 
the increased population causes an in ­ 
creased demand for food and for land 
on which to raise foods, it w ill become 
necessary to raise that which is the 
most economic— in other words, that 
which w ill produce tie* most per acre. 
The hygienic argument you can ob­ 
tain from any reputable physician, who 
w ill tell voti that meat eating is heating 
to tlie blood, that it is especially a stim ­ 
ulant rather than a. food and that there 
is gr<*at danger of tic; transmission of 
various serious diseases from animal to 
man.
